You confented to my withes ; you 
tore yourfelf. from the dearett objeit in the world ; 
and banithine him, as it were, three hundred 
miles from yourfelf, you thought, at leaft, that 
you had given happinefs toa brother. But ah, 
my brother, my friend, our hopes have been 
difappointed! This isa confeffion that I have 
potponed for many years, becaufe I was fenfible 
what grief it would occafion. But can no long- 
er defer it. Frederick is unworthy both of you 
and me; and his paft conduct has rendered me 
quite hopelefs of the future. I do not {peak of 
the follies of infancy; the faults of that period 
are to be attributed lefs to the character than to 
tender and thoughtlefs years. What do I fay? 
his extreme vivacity appeared to me the pledge 
and firt fruits of his underflanding ; in his indo- 
cility ] beheld nothing but anoble pride; and in 
adopting the title 1 had coniracted the weaknef. 
fes of the father. ,I muitconfeis, moreover, that 
even in the very faults of Frederick there was a 
kind of {plendorthat was calculated to deceive. 
Iwas blind. Alas! why cannot I be fo now? 
He no longer leaves me, but l am a prey to the 
moit alarming apprehenfions. Ab.ndoned to all 
the paffions of his age, they are marked in him 
by an affervefcence that neitheir reafon nor au- 
thority can affuage. In a word, not a day 
pales, but his health and his fortune are endan- 
gered. Neither my grief, nor the fufferings 
that frequently refult from his own"condudt, can 
effect him in the leat: he is every moment pun- 
ifhed without being corrected. I know bow 
much I wound your heart; but mine- bled for 
many years before I could determine to break fi- 
lence. 1 have but one hope remaining: it is in 
you. Write to him: fpeak to him with the feel- 
ings and the authority of a father. If this latt, 
effort thould not fuccced, I abondon all my hopes, 
I reflore to you a prefent that will be fatal to us 
both ; for the heart isnot reformed by change of 
fituation; and I fhall fill have the misfortune of 
not being able to rid myfelf of an ungrateful ne- 
phew, without being -almott certain of loading

This letter plunged Honorious into the mof 
violent grief. He poffeffed at Lyons a moderate 
foriuree, which was all embarked in commerce. 
Frederick was his only fon, whom he tenderly 
loved; and to fecurea rich inheritance to him, 





‘be had fent him to Paris, to be brought up by his 


brother. ‘This tacrince emuinecied wis More (uc 
fenfation of calamity. And perhaps fome traces 


faithful to his duty. It cot him much lefs toac- 
cufe his fate, than to condewn his fon. 


In this fituation, however, he found- what a | 


blefing was the Heart to which he could impart 
his grief. He repaired to Fiorio, who was not 
fo much his partner in trade as his friend. ‘They 
lived together; and were more united by their 
fentiments than by their commerce, After la- 
menting a misfortune, which friendthip had ren- 
dered mutual, Honorius wrote to his ton. Fre- 
derick read the letter, wept perhaps in reading 
it, and perfiited in his conduct. The entreaties 
and menaces of his uncle were but empty note;

Incom- 
puring his prefent fivwation with the paft, and 
with what ne had reafon to expe&t in future, he 
remained for fome time in a flate of inconceiva- 
ble anguith. “Adverfity, however, inftead of 
driving him to defperation, became the reafona- 
ble fchool of wifdom; he foon recollected all his 
powers, and formed a plan, whica, perhaps, it is 
not eafy to parallel. 


When man, by the errors of youth, has def- 
troyed his happinefs, and which is more dread- 
ful itill, the public eiteem, the fate of his whole 
life depends then upon the fir refolusion he may 
form; and that firt refolution is determined by 
his particular chara@er}— A perfon of weak un- 
deritanding, although born witha love of virtue, 
finds no refcource within himfelt. To his mif- 
fortunes he can @uly oppofe unavailing tears. 
The remorfe which inceflantly haunts him is at- 
tended by difcouragement. He feels contrition 
for his faults, without having the power to re- 
pair them. When he perceives he has loft the 


public efteem, he is terrtfied by the efforts which | 


are neceflary to retrieve it; and defpairing to a- 
void infamy, he voluntarily devotes himfelf to it. 
He, on the contrary, who is born with an ener- 


getic, foul, no fooner perceives the abyfs into | 


which his paflions have pluaged him, thaa he is 
impatient of every obftacle to his releafe. Re- 
morfe does rot teach him merely to deplore his 
faults, it excites him to effiace them. He feeks 
not that philofophy that enables him to endure 
misfortunes, but that refolution which may ena- 
ble him to fubdue them.

He felt that he merited the de- 
fertion of his relations, and the contempt of all 
Virtuous men; but to make no effort to regain 
their efteem, he thought would doubly deferve 
their contempt. © Punithed by calamity, and cor- 
rected by repentance, his firlt obje& was to re- 
cover his ownelteem. The moit obvious fuggef- 
tion, perhaps, in his ftuation, was to go to his 
father, and throw himfelf at his feet. He felta 
reiuctance, however, to requelt forgivenefs; for 
his great anxiety was frit wedeferve it. Theac- 
complithments which his uncle had caufed him to 
be taught for his amufemenr, he was now happy 
to render fubfervient to his fubGitence. He vi. 
fited feveral towns under a fictitious name; tothe 
fciences which he had already acquired, he added 
{till more by itudy; his principle view, however, 
was to qualify himfelf as a merchant. 


Some years had now elapfed fince he quited 
his uncie’s houle. His father had almoft defpaire 
edto tee him again. Even the healing hand of 
time had not yet coafoled him for his lofs. He 
had condemned his fon, but he wept for him fill. 
His chief confolation was the friend thip of Florio, 
who had an excellent heart, and was a perfon 
of the moft rigid probity.

Such, however, was the reception 
he met with, that his heart was foonat cafe. He 
was handfome and genteel, of a pleafing addrets, 
and engaging countenance. An excellent under- 
ftanding was foon confpicuous, with abilities e- 
qual to the mott difficult affairs. Opportunities 
too occurred, in which his integrity, unknown 
to him, was put to the proof, and remained in- 
violate. His fenfibility was manifetted on feve- 
ral occafions; and the delicacy of his fentiments 
was ever more apparent in his a¢tions than in his 
converfation. . Thefe excellent qualities foon 

ained him the efteem of his two matters; and 
that efleem was foon ripened into friend{uip.
